In 1850 he was appointed archbishop and 
from that time on the diocese grew rapidly, 
over thirty-five churches having been erected 
in it, and a number of flourishing ecclesiasti- 
cal institutions established. During the war 
of the rebellion the archbishop was a staunch 
supporter of the Union. The financial 
troubles which darkened the later years of 
the prelate’s life are too well known to re- 
quire lengthy ailusion. ‘The archbishop 
stated that he had never received for his 
own use a cent of the money deposited, which 
amounted to $3,672,371 57. In 1880 Bishop 
W. H. Elder, of Natchez, Miss., was appoint- 
ed coadjutor and took charge of the diocese. 
Shortly afterwardsthe archbishop and his 
brother went to live on a private property 
adjoining the Ursuline convent at St. Mar- 
tin’s, where, in December, 1880, the brother 
died, and the shock which this event caused 
— the archbishop hastened the death of the 
atter. 

PARTICULARS OF HIS DEATH. 
CINCINNATI, July 5.—Bishop Elder ar- 
rived to-day from the death-bed of Arch- 
bishop Purcell. The reaction of yesterday 
was slight, but Rev. Dr, Callaghan, the 
faithful secretary of the archbishop, who 
was constantly by his side, was greatly re- 
joiced at the signs of returning conscious- 
ness. They did not include the power to 
converse, asthe archbishop’s tongue had 
been stilled by paralysis. He was able, 
however, to give some tokens of recognition 
to his friends. His death at last was peace- 
fuland apparently without physical pain. 
Slight convulsions appeared toward the end, 
and in one of these he 2 away. 

At his bedside were * Elder 
adjutor aud successor, Rev. Dr. J. F.

BISHOP M’MULLEN, 
DAVENPORT, Iowa, July 5.—The Right 
Rev. John McMullen, bishop of the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Davenport, died yester- 
day morning, after five days of intense suf- 
fering, from a cancerous uaffection of the 
stomach. He was born March 8, 1833, in 
Ballinahinch, County Down, Ireland, and 
came to America with his family four years 
later, In 1852 he graduated from St. Mary 
college, Chicago, and in 1858 was ordained 
riest. In 1861 he became president of the 
niversity of St. Mary’s of the Lake, teach- 
ing philosophy and Hebrew. In 1870 he was 
made rector of the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name, and in 1877 was appointed vicar-gen- 
eral of the Chicago diocese, and, upon the 
death of Bishop Foley, its administrator, 
it was generally expected that he would be 
— bishop of that diocese, but Arch- 
bishop Feehan was selected for the vacancy 
In July, 1881, Dr. McMullen was appointed 
to the see of Davenport, of which he took 
charge July 30, inaugurating an energetic 
apd successful administration. His health 
gave way under the hard labor, and it be- 
came necessary for him to make a trip to 
Lower California, which, however, did not 
give him permanent benefit. 

BISHOP PINKNEY. 
BALTIMORE, Mo., July 5.—The Rt. Rev. 
Wm. Pinkney, Protestant Episcopal biship 
of Maryland, died suddenly of heart disease 
at Cockeysville, Md., yesterday, where he 
had gone for the purpose of consecrating a 
church. He was born at Annapolis, in 1810, 
and, exter graduating with high honors at 
St. John’s college, practiced law for a time, 
abandoning the legal profession later for the 
study of theology. At the age of twenty-one 
he was ordained a priest and took charge of 
a church at Bladensburg, afterwards re- 
ceiving a call from the Ascension church at 
Washington, where he remained until 1870, 
when he was elected assistant bishop of 
Maryland. In 1874, at the death of Bishop 
Whittingham, he was consecrated Bishop of 
Maryland. ‘The deceased prelate was a son 
of Numan Pinkney, and a nephew of the 
famous William Pinkney.

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_. THE ANTI-MONOPOLY FAROE. 
Since the days of the scriptural pharisee, it 
has always been safe to suspect anyone who 
made public profession of his belief in his 


| own superior virtue, and in the history.of 


American politics there has been no excep- 
tion to the rule that the pharisees of politics 
are frauds. When we find a few dozen of 
unknown and unimportant citizens arrogat- 
ing to themselves the exclusive title of anti- 
monopolists, getting. as it were, a monopoly 
of anti-monopoly, it is not necessary to wait 
for the report of their proceedings before 


= | classifying them as arrant frauds. 


Out of the fifty-five milions of people of 
this country, ali who are not directly inter- 
ested in the profics of some form of monop- 
oly are anti-monopolists. The monopolists 
are the few: the anti-monopolists are the 
many. Thereis no question about public 
sentiment on the subject. The question is, 
how that public sentiment shall be made to 
prevail in politics and in legislation as a 
concrete, effective force. All honest people 
recognize this: ail sensible people under- 
stand the situation. Abuses have crept in, 
wrongs have been permitted, the rights of 
the public have been sacrificed, private 
interests have prevailed to the enrichment 
of the few and to the detriment of 
the general welfare, and all this is to be re- 
gretted, and if possible to be corrected, but 
how ? 

We can at least point out how it cannot be 
corrected, and that is by holding conven- 
tions of crack-brained enthusiasts, amiable 
visionaries, notorious blatherskites, obsolete 
greenbackers and all the refuse of the politi- 
cal dust-heap, such as assembled in the Bed- 
lam convention in Chicago yesterday. The 
people who met there are not fit to take care 
of anything, and would not be entrusted 
with any responsibility by anybody. If 
there were no other choice, rather than take 
this mob as its leaders the country would 
prefer to be governed by JayGouLp, VA N- 
DEERBILT, the Standard oil company and the 
Diamond match monopoly. 

It would be a poor prospect if the over- 
throw of monopoly depended on the success 
of so farcical a movement. Fortunately this 
is a very large country: ithas a very large 
number of intelligent citizens, who have an 
American way of enduring small evils and 
nuisances with dignity, amid their graver 
occupations, until the evil presumes too 
much on their forbearance. Then when the 
time comes for the millions to exert their 
giant strength and to assert their sense of 
justice, they do not depend on Bedlam con- 
ventions in Chicago or blatherskite creden- 
tials from California: sand-lotters. Not to 
such measure?, not to such men must we 
look to save the the nation which freed it- 
self from slavery and crushed secession by 
one great uprising. Were such an effort 
needed again it would be made, but the 
slumbering might which refuses to be awak- 
ened by the gadfiles of monopoly will never 
be wielded by the puny pismires of politics 
who crawled over the platform in Chicago 
yesterday.

TRADE DOLLAR REDEMPTION. 

Mr. R. E. Preston, acting director of the 
mint, says the trade dollars were coined by 
the government on private account, were not 
intended for domestic circulation, and were 
never issued or paid out by government in 
payment of its obligations or exchanged tor 
other money. Moreover, it is suggested that 
the law of 1876, restricting the coinage of 
trade dollars to the actual export demand, 
has been evaded by persons who made affi- 
davit from time to time that more of these 
coins were needed for export, and, by ship- 
ping them to China and back to the United 
States, were thus enabled to put them in cir- 
culation here. It is therefore feared that an 
authorized redemption of them in legal tend- 
ers would open up a continuous market for 
them and increase their production. Accord- 
ing to Assistant Treasurer Acro, hovrever, 
there are not more than $5.000,000 of the 
entire $35,000,000 coined remaining in this 
country. It would be easy to limit the re- 
demption to that amount, and stop all fur- 
ther coinage. Those abroad are likely to re- 
main where they hav» no value exeept as 
bullion, and where they are worth more as 
bullion than our standard silver dollars. And 
no matter what may be said against redemp- 
tion, the fact remains that these trade dol- 
lars were United States coins, authorized by 
law and made a legal tender in limited 
amounts till they were demonetized by the 
act of July 22, 1876. To demonetize them 
without providing for their redemption, was 
as much an act of repudiation as it would be 
to demonetize the standard silver dollar now 
without providing for its redemption in legal 
tenders. As the government would make 
about eight per cent by redeeming them, it 
would actually make money by being honest 
enough to protect the holders of these coins 
from loss. The fact that such a redemption 
would bea speculation for somebody does 
not amount to a valid objection. There was 
a big speculation in the redemption of the 
greenbacks, but still nobody will deny that 
it was the proper thing to do. 


. CHAMBORD. 

After the general expectation which has 
been aroused of the death of the Comte de 
CHAMBORD, it would beapity for him to 
digappoint the world by getting well; and, 
now that he has named his heir and made all 
of his preparations for departure, it is to be 
boped that he will keep his engagement and

The world will not miss him and his 
country will neither gain nor lose if he dies. 
He has rendered a certain indirect service, 
to the republi¢ by dividing her enemies, but 
the republic would be stronger against 
united legitimacy than it has been against 
the divided opposition of legitimacy aud Or- 
leanism. It has nothing to fear from any 
opposition. publicans alone can destroy 
the republic; monarchism has nothing to 
gain by fusions of monarchists; a kingdom 
in France is an impossibility.

JAY GOULD’S MOUSE-TRAP. 

Stock-watering must become a thing of the 
past in New York unless the court of appeals 
shall unexpectedly reverse the existing cur- 
rent of decisions on the subject in that state. 
When the superior court decided that the 
$15,000,000 of Western Union stock gratuit- 
ously issued in the consolidation with the 
American Union was illegal, and the pay- 
ment of dividends thereon was enjoined, Mr. 
JAY GOULD generously paid the dividends 
out of his own pocket. He doubtless knew 
how to get the money back, as it was merely 
taking it out of one of his pockets te put it 
in another. But asthere was no profitin 
that game, and stocks drawing dividends in 
that way could not be unloaded, he recently 
went into court again with -a motion to va- 
cate the injunction on the offer of the West- 
ern Union company to assume the payment 
of the dividends. Judge FRizDMAN, how- 
ever, said: “No court has any right or 
power, upon an offer by a corporation to in- 
demnify a few individuals against pecuniary 
loss, to grant in effect permission to such 
corporation to violate the law of the land.“ 
Mr. GouLD will therefore have to pay the 
next dividend—due on the 15th inst.—him- 
self, and unless the court of appeals shall 
set aside the mandate of the statute against 
gratuitous stock distributions, he will find 
himself caught in one of his own mouse- 
traps. There are enough legitimate ways of 
increasing the stock of a corporation to sat- 
isfy even a cormorant appetite, and the stat- 
ute of New York which Mr. Jay GowuLp is 
trying to evade in this case forbids nothing 
but what is plain robbery. 


THE people of New York who have been 
carefully educated to believe that the do- 
main of the drama stops with the boundary 
of that overgrown city, and that beyond lies 
the region of barn-storming and pine-plank 
opera-houses, will probably be startled to 
read the following estimate of New York 
dramatic taste which appeared in the World 
of Tuesday, and which is gospel truth: 

One of our city contemporaries, referring to the 
intentions of a popular comedian, says: “He wil 
begin his season on the 27th instant and will try 
the legitimate comedy on the western dog.“ This 
vulgar slur means that the comedian will go out 
west and try legitimate cofheay, and if successful 
will return to the enlightened centers of popula- 
tion and unfold his genius. It is an awful and de- 
plorable fact that the best dog“ in the world to 
test a bad play on resides right here in New York 
City. More wretched, trasny, idiotic, inane and 
wholly inéefensible dramatic rot can be found on 
our dramatic stage from one year’s end to another 
than can be gleaned in all the other cities of the 
country combined. New York audiences tolerate 
performances which in western towns would sow 
dissension, if not provoke sedition and riot. West- 
ern audiences, asarule, are very exacting, and 
since railroads were built they have had the ad- 
vantage of seeing some very good acting. The 
powerful dramatic combinations carry to the 
most remote towns now the ubhimest productions 
of the modern stage.

A Glance at the Growth of the St. Louis Fire 


Department as Detailed by a Veteran—The | 


Tow-Line Brigade and Their Battles—Our 
First Steam Engine The Boys Who Fought 
at Plugs and Fires. | | 


“Tell you all about the voluntecr fire de- 
partment? why, I could’nt do it in a week,” 
said an old citizen, who ran with the machine 
in early days: When I think of those days, 
of all our balls at the tobacco warehouse, our 
annual parades, our fights and excursions, I 
seem to look back to another age and other 
people. Fifty years have made a difference 
that only those who lived then are competent 
to realize. 

“The first regulation in regard to fires, was 
in 1810. Up to that time, whenever there 
wasa fire, everybody lenta helping hand, 
and as there were not many houses, the fires 
were few. In 1810, however, the trustees of 
the town passed an ordinance forming all the 
free male inhabitants over the age of eight- 
een years into two fire companies; all re- 
siding north of the old court-house to be 
commanded by Pierre Didier, and all south 
by Bernard Pratte. The ordiuance 
also provided, under a penalty of five dol- 
lars, that each and every household should 
provide two leather buckets for use in case 
of fire: all members of fire companies were 
required to drill one hour each month, and 
failure to attend cost one dollar; chimneys 
were required by law to be swept oncea 


month, and if one took fire, and the ordi- 
nance had not been complied with a fine of 
ten dollars was imposed. 

Tne mode of extinguishing a fire in those 
days does not bear much resemblance to the 
present time, although just as much strategy 
was claimed in the management. On the 
alarm of fire every man took down his 
buckets from the pegs whereon they hung, 
and ran to the scene of the conflagration. If 
unable to go 

THE BUCKETS WERE THROWN 

into the street for the first comer. At the 
fire long lines of men were formed extending 
from the pumps to the fire. Their duty was 
to pass the buckets along. The directors of 
companies were required to attend all fires, 
and were distinguished from others by carry- 
ing a staff with a small white flag on the end 
of it. Each company had lane-men who 
carried a staff, and whose duty it was to 
regulate the formation of lanes for the 
bucket men.“ : 

In 1817 the Territorial legislature passed 
an act to establish a lottery for the purchase 
of fire engines for the use of St. Louis. 
Tickets were placed at $5 each, with acapital 
prize of $5,000, but the lottery was a failure 
and no money was forthcoming. About two 
years later, however, the citizens raised, by 
private subscription, an amount sufficient to 
purchase two small rotary engines, the inter- 
nal machinery of which was worked by two 
large iron wheels, one on each side, revolved 
by persons standing on the ground, the 
power being communicated by means of cog- 
wheels. The new engines were found to be 
unserviceable, and when they got out of re- 
pair a return was made to the old fire- 
buckets; and as late as June, 1836, an ordin- 
ance was passed, requiring every house-owner 
to keep a fire-bucket ready for use. ‘Lhe 
bucket was not allowed to be moved 
by a _ tenant, remained per- 
attached to the 
In 1825, when the town had developed into a 
city, the people feit the need of more thor- 
ough organization, and it was ordained by 
the Mayor (William Carr Lane) and the board 
of aldermen that the citizens be authorized 
to form themselves into independent fire 
companies, one company in each ward, whose 
rules and regulations, when spproves by the 
mayor and aldermen, should have the same 
foree as city ordinances. Thus was laid the 
foundation of the volunteer fire department. 

“The first volunteer fire company was 
formed in the middie ward, and comprised 
sixty-five members, one or two of whom are 
still alive. 2 organized under the name 
of the Phenix Fire company, and took pos- 
session of one of the old rotary 1 K* pur- 
chased in 1819, and known as the ‘None- 
such,’ a title to which she held a just claim 
as she would not work when in good 
condition, and broke down when 
not in good condition. So the members soon 
got disgusted and returned to the old way of 
extinguishing fires with buckets. The Phe- 
nix fire company did not last long, and was 
succeeded by the St. Louis fire company, an 
organization that expired after a brief exist- 
ence, Still popular feeling was aroused, and 
in 1832 the Central fire company No. 1 was 
formed, and the same year saw another com- 
pany called the Union Fire No. 2, and so 


on 
DOWN TO 1858, 

when there were nine or ten companies in 
existence. The old rotary engines having 
been discarded, the brake engines made by 
Agnew, of Philadelphia, were brought Into 
use. They had an eight-inch cylinder and 
nine-inch stroke, and required sixteen or 
eighteen men to work them. 

‘From the formation of the city nearly 
all the engine-houses were ted 
on Third Street or Broadway, 
and were but a féw blocks apart. Of course 
an intense rivalry prevailed. When a fire 
was discovered the watchman at each en- 
gine-house would ring his bell loudly, and all 
the members and their friends made a dash 
for their engine-house; by the time they ar- 
rived those having bunks in the house had 
the engine ready to start: that is,a lon 
rope was led off; then all hands caught hol 
and with a yell she started. No time was 
lost, for it was considered a disgrace to be 
passed ‘in the house’ by another company, 
and every nerve was strainedto secure the 
plug nearest the fire, and to throw ‘first 
water.” The captain, with a large tin 
trumpet, ran alongside, encouraging 
his men and doing an amount 
of ‘whooping up’ that made him 
the envy ot all the small boys and the admi- 
ration of the ladies. Besides the regular ap- 
paratus of an engine and four-wheeled reel,

Another great engagement was known 
the dog-fight riot.

Ju those days the boys put on lots of style. 
The engine-houses were fine buildings, with 
frescoed ceilings aud stained-glass windows, 
furnished with rich carpets and carved-wood 
furniture. The city poss gee most of the 
hose and the engines, and money was always 
liberally contributed by the citizens and 
underwriters, 

The first blow to the volunteer system 
was the appropriation by the council of 
$1,000 annually to each company. This 
caused tne wealthy class of citizens 
to withdraw from the  organizatiog 
and their places were filled by a rough, dis 
orderly element. Affairs kept getting worse 
until in 1857 the city council passed an ordi. 
nance Creating a paid fire department. At 
this time, Union fire company No. 2 had al- 
ready disbanded, sold their effects and with 
the proceeds 

PURCHASED A STEAM FIRE-ENGINE, 
which they presented to the city under the 
condition ‘that the name ‘Union No. 2’ be 

rpetuated in the department for all time.’ 
rom this time on, one company after un- 
other sold their property and either divided 
the proceeds or donated the money to char- 
itable institutions. Many ot the members 
entered the new department, which at hs 
ent coritains some thirty of the oid men. 

“On the formation of the paid system 
H. Clay Sexton was president of the Mound 
Fire company, and did such good service at 
a fire, on the site of the present foundry of

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~ How They are Cultivated and Shipped to This 
Countty-Varieties of the American Orange 
—Interesting Facts About Fruit Culture. 


The United States is now consuming large 
and increasing quantities of fruit that is the 
product of tropical climes. It is brought 
to our markets from those parts of America 
where winter is unknown, as well as from 
countries beyond the Atlantic. In conversa- 
tion with a Posr-Drisr Aron reporter recent- 
ly, a ber of one of our Fourth street 
who fruit firms remarked: “We have 
just cleared out a lot of 17,000 boxes of lem- 
ons that we bought a short time ago.“ 

This careless way of speaking of a traps- 
action in lemons which appeared enormous 
in the eyes of the reporter induced him to 

some 8 so he ventured: 

“Do all wholesale houses in the city 

as many lemons as you do?“ 
“Perhaps may do, and perhaps they don’t; 
some may e more and some less, but

“The demand is increasing rapidly from 
to year. It will probably reach 500,000 
* of 440 lemons each this year. 
THE LEMON. 
Where do the lemons come from?“ 
“Almost entirely froin the island of Sicily, 
the Mediterranean sea, and from Italy. 
eget some, however, from the south of 
France and Spain. They grow in abundance 
in ail countries bordering on the Mediterra- 
nean. Every lemon you see passes through 
the straits of Gibraltar.“ 
“How are they imported?“ 
“They are bought up by speculators or 
merchants in the countries where they are 
cultivated, and shipped in large cargoes of 
50,000 or 100,000 boxes to the commission 
merchants in New York and New Orleans. 
These are the only two ports in the United 
States where such fruits are handled to any 
great extent. The merchant sells the cargo 
as rapidly as possible after it arrives, 
either at auction or otherwise, but 
it must be sold or it will 
perish on his hands. This 
necessity of forcing a sale often makes such 
fruit very cheap. hen the fruit is in bad 
order it is sometimes sold as low as twenty- 
five cents a box, while at other times, when 
the demand is good, frum three to five dol- 
Jars per box is realized. The packward sea- 
son this year has made lemons dull on the 
market, and I think many of the dealers who 
stucked up heavily in anticipation of warm 
weather will have enough to do to get out 
safe, 


ORANGES. 

“How about oranges?” 

“Oranges grow in the same groves with 
the lemons, in the countries bordering on 
the Mediterranean, and we get them from 
there the year round. All the islands of the 
Mediterranean produce immense quantities 
ot them. The fruit in all stages of perfec- 
tion, as well as the blossom, is on the tree 
the year round in that quarter of the world.“ 

“Are there as many oranges as lemons sold 
in this country?“ 

Not so many. While they are cheap or 
even at reasonable prices they go quite 
rapidly, but when they get above $7 or $s 4 
box they don't sell very well. 
We have at times sold them as low 
as $1 50a box, and I have seen them sold 
here all the wy | up to $13. The fluctuations 
in the tropical fruit market are violent some 
times, there being so many weenie cir- 
cumstances, so the merchant must look out 
for himself and always havea reasonable 
margin or he will fina himself swamped the 

Art thing he knows.“ 

“Do you know what lemons and oranges 
are worm in the countries where they are 
grown 

“There is little difference in the price of 
them, and they vary but little from year to 
year. About $1 a box will be an average. It 
takes about another dollar to pay the duty 
and cost of transportation. All that they 
bring above that is profit for the importer, 
and all below that figure is loss. I have seen 
them going at auction in lots of thousands of 
boxes at $4, and 1 have seen whole ship 
loads sold at less than a dollar.“ 

AMERICAN ORANGES. 

“Do you deal much in the Florida orange?“ 

“We do at certain seasons of the year. 
They get only one crop in Florida, so we 
have them only during the winter and early 
epring, While the Italian and Sicilian oranges 
are always on hand. ‘The Californian orange 

ts finding its way into this market some, but 
it don’t go very well. We get some from 

Louisiana and ‘lexas also, but of all that we 
can see on this market the Florida sells the 
best. It is beautiful in appearance, large 
and juicy, and sweet enough.“ 

Do you get any American lemons?” 

“Not one. I have seen lemons that grew 

- in Florida and other places south, but they 
were no The flavor was bad: they 
were bitter. All attempts to cultivate the 
lemon in North America have proved fail- 

I believe, but they are doing very well 
in Brazil and other places in South er- 


ica.”’ 
BANANAS. 

“How is the bauanua trade?“ 

“We sell large quantities of bananas dur- 
ing the year, but it is getting most too warm 
for them now. They ripen too rapidly and are 
consequently not so good, besides there is too 
much danger in handling them now. They 
spoil before we can get clear of them and we 
are sometimes, during hot weather,compeiled 
to throw them on the market at whatever 
we can get for them. A heavy loss is always 
the consequence.“ 

Where do your bananas come from?“ 

“Mostly from Jamaica and fromAspinwall. 
in Central America. But ‘they are eulti- 
vated on all the West India islandsas well as 
on the coast of Mexico and South America, 
and I believe they are raising some in 
Florida.“ 

“How long does it take to get them here 
from the time they are cut from the tree?“ 

“About three weeks, and it generally 
takes them another week to ripen, soit is 
about a month from the tine they are cut 
before they are ready for use. We sometimes 
get them here in a much shorter time, and 1

Another dealer, who isa native of Cuba, 
was questioned about the 
PINEAPPLE CULTURE. 
He said: “In the Bahama Islands, and, 
in fact, all of the West Indies, 
the pineapple grows wild, It is 
now beginning to receive consideravle atten- 
tion, and plantations are being established. 
It is a fruit that improves wonderfully with 
cultivation, If not properly cared for the 
Havor is r, and the texture coarse and fi- 
brous. The uncultivated plant, strauge to 
say, bears a large fruit, quite as large as the 
cuitivated, but there is a great difference in 
the quality. The plant is propagated from 
suckers, and fromthe tuft or crown that 
ou see on the summit of the fruit. It bears 
n about two years, sometimes less than that 
time. It is cultivated much as cabbage is 
cultivated in this country, and it grows about 
two feet high. As soon as the fruit is ready 
to cut, the suckers are taken from its base 
and planted, while the old plant is de- 
stroyed,”’ 
“You have seen bananas cultivated ?” 
“Yes. ‘They grow on the lowlian‘s on the 
coast of Mexico and Central America, as weil 
as all over the West Indies. The banana is 
propagated from suckers, which come to 
maturity and bear fruit in about eight 
months from the time of planting. The trees 
are placed about eight feet avart, and each 
produces one good bunch, sometimes more. 
The tree is then cut down to the root, and 
another starts up from the bottom and ar- 
rives at maturity in six or eight montis. 
About two crops a year are secured, and the 
plantation will not need renewing for fifteen 
or twenty years. The plantain, which is a 
8 es of banana, is very large, and forms 
the principal article of food in tropical 
America. One acre of the plantain will pro- 
duce more food than thirty acres of potatoes. 

COCOANUTS. 
Have you seen the cocoanut grow?“ 
es; itgrowsevery place; all over Mexico 
and South America and the West Ludies. 
The cocoanut is the fruit of a very tall tree, 
from fifty to eighty feet high. It grows wild, 
as does the hickory in this country, and the 
natives gather the nuts as we do hickory- 
nuts. They are brought to the market in 
carts and in various other ways, and shipped 
in hogsheads or in loose lots.
